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GOLF RULES. 


LOCAL REGULATIONS THAT 
CAUSE TROUBLE. 


\(By Harry Vardon.] 

Local rules are steadily becom- 

Ang a matter for serious considera- 
“| Yon by the authorities of golf. It 
is true that. the whole world swears. 
allegiance to the St, Andrews code, 
, but ft, is equally true that almost 
every club ‘and’ every association, 
having proclaimed this respect for 
luw and order, proceeds to {ntro- 
_ duce local regulations which in 
nearly all cases are opposed to the 
spirit. as well as the letter of true 
golfing precept. . 

The worst of it is that.even in re- 
gard to common and clearly defin- 
ed situations in which clubs decline 
to allopt the St. Andrews ‘rule, 
nothing like uniformity of practice 

* prevails. 
ly ingreasing every year, 

There is the profound: problem of 
mud. It is true thal we do not ex- 
pect to be bothered with it in the 
simmer, but we get it at times .in 
all seasons of the year, and inevit- 
ably in the winter, A great. many 

' Inland clubs have n atanding local 
rule.that a batl may be cleaned on 
the putting-green. Others intro- 


duce it only when winter is near. |, 


On most of the sandy seaside links 

and those few inland: courses which 

never become muddy, the strict Jaw 

is observed, and no cleaning is al-. 
* lowed. . 

It is doubtless very hard lack for 
anybody to have to play a putt with 
a lump of mud sticking to his ball. 
But though this is a matter in which 
local jurisdiction has a good deal 
of justificntion, there might at least 
be nu settled way of dealing with it 
at all clubs which have to take mud 
into their reckoning.:. ° 

A PUTTING-GREEN POINT. . 

At one, well-known London club, 
‘permission to clean the ball on the 
putting green was yranted recently 
as tt ‘temporary, measure. . A com- 
petition: was held almost immedi- 
ately, and a player was disqualified 
because he picked up his ball on the 

_ closely cut grass denoting the sanc- 
_ tuary of the — putting-green— 
although he was twenty-five yards 
from the hole—nand wiped the ball. 

The point was submitted to an 
authority for opinion. 1- suppose 
‘there is only one reply. A local rule 

«about cleaning the ball is usually 
regarded as a somewhat elastic con- 
cession, which can be applied to any 
part of the cut area ‘which obvious- 
ly denotes the putting-green,’ 

At the same time, that licence 
ought to be made clear in the club 
notice, as it is in many places. 
the absence of any intimation to 
the contrary, the putting green is 
limited by the St. Andrews defini- 
tion to ground (other than hazards) 
within twenty yards of the hole, and 
presumably every player ought to 

» carry with him a measure in order, 
to settle doubts as to whether his 


ball lies inside or outside the wip- | | 


ing zone. 


It. seems rather an ill-balanced |. 


_ scheme for a committee to flout one 
St. Andrews rule, which stipulates 
. that mud ‘is not to be considered as 
réndering a-ball unfit for play, and 
then utilise another St.’ Andrews 
rule to disqualify a competitor who 
has acted under the local breakaway 
from authority. It is an instance 
‘of the increasing confusion, : 
. Another example is the question 
as to how often a ball may.be clean- 
-ed on the green. At some clubs it 
_da the rule ‘that the ball, may be 
_ cleaned only for the firat‘putt. But 
. there ‘are many other courses on 
‘which the player is permitted to 
pick up the ball and wipe it for 
-every putt, In this detail, too, uni- 
‘ (formity of practice is desirable, 


since the local rule must often be’ 


broken, for the reason that local 
rules on the subject vary so much. 
‘St. Andrews declines definitely to 

_ legislate for mud. ° f 
* Ing no mud of. its own, it is wise 
- :to be dignified and to evade those 
* who would lead it into such.slippery 
; tracts of legislation. When it was

Misunderstandings are constant- 
ly occurring everywhere through 
the multiplication and diversity of 
local rules. It ‘is surely, the height 
of presumption (especially in a 
champfonship) to proclaim that a 
ball may be Iifted’ from a bush 
under penalty of one stroke when 
the St. Andrews rule says that the 
player, finding a ball unplayable, 
must return'to the spot whence he 
struck it, and, strike another under 
penalty of stroke and distance— 
that is, two Strokes, . 

In point of fact, violations of the 
St. Andrews code are nodw common. 
all over the country, while the clubs 
solemnly vow that they stand by 
the rules of St, Andrews—"with 
such exceptions aa the local rules 
may provide.’

NEW SOLUTION, . 
: ‘A problem which has beset many 
an owner. of solid tyred commercial 
motors, « whether in the fleet 
or In ° the alngle vehicle 
category, has been the occurrence 
of flats at practically regular inter- 


vals on the treads of the tyres on|’ 


the front wheela. 

The flats are always of much the 
same shape on a given tyre, explain 
Dunlop Company experts, but, 
fis between one tyre and another, 
and as. between the tyres on one 
vehicle and the tyres on another 
(even when the vehicles are of the 
same make and type), the shapes 
of the flattened portions vary ma- 
terlally. In . some cases they 
are liver-shaped, disposed across 
the surface of the tyre, spreading 
scarcely any wider as the tyre be- 


comes worn; in other cases, the flats 
will take a diagonal direction across 
the tyre, stoping first in one ‘direc- 
tion and then in the other. A cross- 
section taken ofa tyre, in the 
middle of. a. flatted portion. will 


often show that one side of the tyre} ° 


has become worn down more than 
the other, producing a pronouriced 
lip on the lesser ‘worn aide. 

“TInvartably, however, ‘the . flatted 
portions are . practically symmetri- 
cal, and are equidistant around the 
periphery of the tyre.

For a Jong time it seemed impos- 
sible to discover how and in what 
circumstances these flats occurred, 
At first, the tyres themselves were 
guspected. It was imagined by 
the users that there was some phase 
of the manufacture of tyres where 
unevenness could occur, ‘Air holes 
and porosity in the rubber were at- 
tributed as the causes, and then it 
was contended that a tyre muat 
become separated from Sts vulcanite 
base, perhaps ‘to an infinitesimal 
extent, but sufficient to allow it to 
deform under load and during rota- 
tion. Lhe 

It was pointed out by those who 
favoured the “defective tyre” solu- 
tion to the problem that cracks were 
to be discovered on the side wails of 
tyres in the region of the flats. 

Then arose a‘ school of thought 
which favoured defective road con- 
ditions as being the prime: cause. 
Wave lines on the road were demon- 
strated to set up exceasive wear.on 
the tyres at certain points of con- 
tact. Then pot-holes were placed 
in the pillory, and, again, to the 
yariation in road. surface conditions 
—being wet and dry alternately— 
was ascribed the fault.’

Impact tests have been made on 
tyres, but, whilst slight sets‘ have 
heen produced, no flat has ever been 
detected, and it. would seem-that at- 
trition must be'present.

Several motorists, have comment- 
ed on the attractive little craft 
which were recently on exhibition 
In the showrooms of Arthur Bray, 
114, ‘Baker Street, and Car Mart, 
Ltd., Piccadilly.

W.. Brooke .and Ca, - of 
Lowestoft, whose  aix-cylinder 
cars gained a world-wide reputa-~ 
tion more: than. 20 years ‘ago. 
Shortly -before ‘the war car pro- 
duction was entirely dropped: in 
favour of marine engines and 
motor. ‘boats. In view of these

.thecar-like controls and general 
arrangement of the 18-ft. boat 
which has been standardised by 
this firm and turned ‘out in con- 
siderable numbers. ;

“NEW VARIATION OF’ MOTOR 
CYCLE CRAZE. - 


FOR MOTOR chs, 


In ‘America and Australia, where 
they have ‘been at the dirt-track 
game for many’. years, racing on 
an unbanked course 
cinders has been brought to a fine 
art. It provides all the thrills of 
road racing In the restricted area 
of an oval ‘or circular track and, 
provided that grandstands are pro- 
perly arranged—as thoy generally 
are—the spectators can see every. 
incident In a-race. 


. LOOKS DANGEROUS. . 
The roar of the super-tuned cara 
hurtling round and skidding in the 
dust, the . blackened, begoggled 
faces of tho drivers and mechanics, 
the clouds: of dust drifting with 
the wind, provide a spectacle such 


as can never be witnessed on ao. 


cement or board track, of the old- 

fer type. Tho succeas of a'particl- 
pant in o race on the “dirt”, de- 
pends as much, if: not more, on 
the skifl of the driver as on the 
spoed of his car.’ Constantly, as 
they tear round the bends in a 
more or less continuous skid, the 
drivers . are experiencing narrow 
escapes; an over-corrected, skid 
may sénd them crashing into the 
{nner barrier of the oval. When 
passing ‘competitor. at speed’ 

‘\there is the ever-present risk of 
becoming entangled with. the 
wheals of another racor, while ‘if 
a bend be taken too fast the car, 
slithering in the loose dust, will 
"be, hurled by centrifugal force to- 
wards the outer edge and may well 
end In over-turning. 

Thus there can be no doubt that 
dirt-track racing for cars, when 
fully: developed, will, be’ every 
bit as full of thrills at: the 
motorcycle events that . now 
take place many times a week. 
The public will go, not as it does 
“to the dogs” or to Brooklands 
mainly for the purpose of betting, 
but will crowd against the encircl- 
ing wire-protected railings with 
the same enthusiasm as it would 
flock to a cinema to sce some 
thrilling film or to ‘the stirring 
pageantry of the Aldershot tattoo. 

| The possibilities, therefore, are 
that dirt-track racing’ for. cnrs 
bids fair’ to become an open-air 
amusement for the multitude, be- 
sides a valuable means of deve- 
loping and testing automobiles. 
Consider the evolution of the 
‘|vehicle developed on the’.“dirt.’” 
It must be skid-proof; it must be 
capable of terrific acceleration be- 
tween the bends; it must be in- 
capable of overturning and equip-. 
ped with powerful brakes in order 
to enable the driver to avoid the 
consequences of an accident to a 
car {n front of him. 


IN AMERICA. ° 

In America, where for many 
-yeara specially tuned-up Fords 
have bee: pular for this‘class of 
racing, alf sorts of special fitments 
have made their appearance. For 
instance, special -front and rear 
axles and springs have been made 
so as to allow the chassis to be 
offset with regard to the centre |’ 
‘line of the ear, the idea being that 


the weight of the vehicle and its: 


driver shall bea as near as possible 
to the inner edge of the’ track. to 
_|minimise the risk of overturning 
as the result of a skid. * One of the 
reasons for the old-type Ford -be- 
ing so popular’was the great ‘ease 
with which its pedal-operated two 
‘speed gear could be manipulated 
and the rapid getaway which 4t 
made possible, 
- If we consider the possible ‘ines 
of development of already fairly, 
low European cars, we may find 
that what may be described a’ an 
optimum height for the centre of 
gravity is arrived at. In order to 
prevent overturning, . construction 
of present-day sports and racing |. 
cars make. them * closer: and yet 
closer to the ground. | Is ‘it: not 
possible, however, that a car:which 
it Is impossible to overturn ‘may 
skid to a greater extent than one 
which, while low: enough not to 
overturn readily, has a high enough 
centre of ' gravity to’ cause. the

Wire stone guards of a finer mesh 
than those at present. used for 
road and track racing willbe 
adopted for radiators to preserve 
the honeycombs from the impact of 
flying stones, and brakes will be 
improved so as to ‘give tremendous 
retarding power’ without any risk 
of locking ‘the wheels on the treach- 
erous surface of the’ track. 

It may well be found that ‘the | 
quarter-mile . courses ‘for miotor-_ 
eycle:dirt-track racing, and even 
half-time courses, may be to short 
for auccessful car racing, for to 
get the excitement ‘and to give the 
drivers a fair chance the track 
must be vary ‘wide,

MOTOR’ TONNAGE | OUTPUT. 


Although it is 5 generally believed 
that'the shipbuilding . position at 
the present time ia not 50 satisfic- 
tory as was the case Tast year, an 
analysis of the situation. shows 
that there are more motor: cargo 
and passenger ships on order than 
there were. twelve months . ago;

Population Grief-Stricken.

NO CROSS ROADS: UP AND

The latest development dn 
motor travelling is a scheme for 
the construction of a special 
motor road from London’ to 
Brighton. The proposed road 
would have no cross roads’ and 
would have separate up and down 
tracks so that collisions would be 
impossible. There would be no 
speed limit.and. the distance of 
about 60 miles 
easily be covered: in one hour or 
less than the time taken by the 
fastest express train.

“SHORTS” STAMPEDED ON THE 
’ MARKET. - 


_ BROKERS’. VIEWS. 
New York, Yesterday. 

The appearance of the first offi-' 
cial crop estimate of the season 
atampeded “shorts” on the cotton 
market. 

The estimate gives 14; 291,000 
bales or nearly 68 per cent. nor- 
mal and-over half-a-million bales 
below expectation. i 

The publication of the report 
was followed by a general rush of 
buying values jumping-up as 
much as $614, per bale. Later, 
however, it reacted under héavy 
local and southern selling 
coupled with the belief that the 
Government made liberal allow- 
ance for weevil damage while the 
weather. since the Government 
observation, has not favoured the 
weevil, Nevertheless, offerings 
are being well absorbed and the 
market before the close again 
showed an, upward movement. 

Brokers, to Reuter’s correspon- 
dent, expressed various ‘opinions, 
some believing that a 20 per cent. 
level is high enough — (prices 
for various futures at the close 
ranged from 19.99 to 20.08 while 
others predicted a sharp upward 
move in the'event of any con- 
structive ‘néws developing.
